Over Bill to Curb 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 20 
(AP)—Cat fanciers and bird lovers 
are clawing and pecking at each 
other in Illinois. 

Their verbal warfare is on Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson’s desk, where 
the “cat bill” awaits his action. 

A flood of letters and telegrams 
has urged Stevenson to veto the 
measure, which cleared the Legis- 
lature last week. He has several 
more days to. act. The letters run 
five to. one against the bill. 

The communications have come 
from as far away as Spokane, 
Wash., and New York City. : 

The bill would declare cats 
roaming off their owner’s premises 
a public nuisance and legalize 
their painless capture by any 
citizen. A lawbreaking cat could 
be ransomed for $1. 


The announced intention of the 
bill is to protect insect-eating 
songbirds. Miss Gertrude Charny 
of Chicago, president of the 
Friends of the Birds, Inc., labored 
six years to put over the Dill. 

A telegram to Stevenson from 
a Chicagoan raised this question: 

“If this silly bill protects only 
insectivorous birds, what about 
the puss whose taste runs to seed- 
eating birds and how will the 
eat catcher know the difference?” 

A~World War I veteran from 
Elmhurst, Ill, who mailed his 
purple heart medal to the Gov- 
ernor, said final approval of the 
bill would leave him without 
“even the right to own a pet in 
the country I bled for.” 

The medal will be returned. 


BINGO-FOR-CHARITY 
LEGALIZATION GETS 
SUPPORT IN ILLINOIS 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 20 
(AP)—Sponsors of a bill to legal- 
ize bingo charity games in Illinois 
predicted today it will easily pass 
the House. It needs 77 votes. 
Forty-four members signed up as 
sponsors when Representative T. 
J. Sullivan offered it late yester- 
day. 

The bill would make bingo 
games legal when they are held 
for charitable, religious and edu- 
cational purposes. In effect, it 
would nullify efforts of some local 
prosecutors who seek strict en- 
forcement of- constitutional and 
statutory bars on all kinds of 
gambling. 

In Springfield, for instance, the 
Sangamon County State’s Attor- 
ney recently ordered a shutdown 
on weekly bingo games conducted 
by a group trying to raise money 
to help operate a Roman Cath- 
olic high school. 

The bill says bingo games for 
schools, churches and_ charity 
would “promote public welfare.” 
Sullivan said the bill is worded 
that way in an attempt to get 
around the present anti-gambling 
law. He told a reporter: 

“] don’t see why the Supreme 
Court couldn’t hold this bill con- 
stitutional, the same as it did the 
one legalizing betting on horse 
racing.”

Destroyer Trying to Aid 
Stricken Vessel Fights 
Running Battle With 
Communists—37 Dead 
or Wounded.

NANKING, April 20—The Brit- 
ish destroyer H.M.S. Consort this 
afternoon engaged in a running 
battle with Chinese Communist 
batteries on the north bank of 
the Yangtze river about 90 miles 
east of Nanking. 

The ship-and-shore gun duel fol- 
lowed an attack at 9:30 this morn- 
ing by Communist artillery bat- 
teries against the 1430-ton British 
sloop H.M.S. Amethyst en route 
from Shanghai to Nanking. The 
Amethyst went aground on Rose 
Island in the Yangtze river, 
roughly 65 miles east of Nanking. 
Twenty of its crew were killed or 
wounded. 

The 17f0-ton Consort formerly 
anchored in Nanking rushed to 
the rescue. The Consort’s captain 
had time only to report he had 
contacted the grounded sloop and 
was under heavy fire when the 
radio was cut off. 

Destroyer Makes Port. 

Fire from the shore batteries 
made it impossible to aid the sloop. 
The Consort, under constant fire 
from the shore, later entered the 
Yangtze port of Kiangyin, 60 
miles up the river from Shanghai. 
The destroyer’s guns replied to 
the shells from shore. 

(In London, the Admiralty re- 
ported the Consort was hit in the 
gun duel with shore batteries and 
suffered “some few casualties.” 
Shanghai reported 17 crew mem- 
bers of the Consort were wound- 
ed.) 

The Amethyst was sighted 
aground the north bank of Rose 
Island with the* British flag st®™ 
flying, indicating the British crew 
was still in possession of the ship. 

Meanwhile, the 10,000-ton Brit- 
ish cruiser London, commanded by 
V. Adm. A. C. G. Madden and the 
British 1470-ton sloop H.M.S. 
Black Swan departed from Shang- 
hai‘this afternoon en route to the 
rescue of the grounded Amethyst. 

It is not clear whether the shell- 
ing from the north bank was the 
action of trigger-happy gunners or 
a preMeditated attempt to dam- 
age British ships. The British 
ships all were reported carrying 
full flags and signals. 

In recent weeks, Chinese Na- 
tionalist naval vessels have been 
attacked in the vicinity of today’s 
action. But the fire concentrated 
on the British ships was reported 
at least as heavy as anything the 
Communists have thrown at the 
Nationalist navy. 

Left Shanghai Yesterday. 

The Amethyst originally left 
Shanghai yesterday for Nanking 
to “facilitate the evacuation of the 
foreign community in event of a 
breakdown of law and order.’’ The 
British captain, B. M. Skinner, 
with 140 men and eight officers 
aboard, anchored overnight at 
Kiangyin. 

This morning the Amethyst con- 
tinued upstream. The British ship 
was fired on in the narrow, island- 
studded channel, 80 miles east of 
Nanking where Communist armies 
last week attacked Nationalist 
positions. 

Reports are that the Amethyst 
halted after the first shelling from 
the shore batteries. They indicate 
that it then continued upstream, 
when heavy fire started again and 
was eventually grounded on Rose 
Island. | 

The Amethyst is now lying off 
one of the major Red army con- 
centrations —the eastern arm of 
Communist Gen. Chen Yi’s Third 
Fiela Army. 

(Travelers returning from the 
Chinkiang district along’ the 
Yangtze said four Chinese Nation- 
alist warships were in the gen- 
eral vicinity of the Amethyst, the 
Associated Press reported. It was 
presumed the four were destroy- 
ers.

NANKING, April 20 (AP)—The 
dreaded Chinese civil war ex- 
ploded all along the Yangtze river 
front tonight. 

Communist attacks were started 
at several points.. Gunfire could 
be heard and for the first time 
of the war seen from the capital. 

Pukow, across the river, was 
under attack, Kiangpu, on the 
north bank, seven miles southwest 
of Nanking, was hit. Serious fight- 
ing was reported by Government 
sources opposite Wuhu, 60 miles 
southwest:of here. Hsiaokan, 35 
miles north of Hankow, was the 
focal point of the Red Forty-third 
Army. 

A top-ranking Nationalist gen- 
eral expressed fear the Reds may 
try a quick landing in this vicinity, 
trapping Nationalist officials in 
the capital. The general feeling 
at the moment is that Wuhu is 
the Government’s weak point, The 
river front there provides a good 
landing area. 

A high-ranking Ministry of Na- 
tional Defense source said the 
Red attacks seemed to be directed 
at all Nationalist positions on the 
north bank of the river. There 
are only a few Nationalist pockets 


left there. 
Gunboats Shell Reds. 

Nationalist gunboats on the 
Yangtze off Nanking fired on 
Communist troops attacking 
Kiangpu.

Ho told the 
legislators the Communist plan 
would not provide for lasting 
peace, a member disclosed after 
the secret Parliament meeting. 
The legislator quoted Ho as say- 
ing the terms were those laid 
down by a victor. 

The Premier stressed the fact 
that Red terms were not in keep- 
ing with efforts of the Govern- 
ment to seek peace. Ho indicated 
that the basis for the Govern- 
ment rejection of the Red terms 
was more general than simply an 
objection to a river crossing. 

The Premier said the National- 
ists had asked the Communists to 
reconsider their demands for im- 
mediate surrender of the Govern- 
ment. Nationalist peace delegates 
in Peiping have been instructed 
to convey the Government’s an- 
Swer to the Communists at once, 
Ho said. 

Several Nationalist leaders al- 
ready have left Nanking. Gen, 
Pai Chung-hsi, Central China com- 
mander, flew to Hankow to rejoin 
his 200,000 troops. All minor gOvV- 
ernment executives in that west- 
ern river city are being evacuated. 

Leader Flies to Nanking. 

Kuomintang party leader Wu 
Te-chen and Nationalist peace 
delegate Huang Shao-hsiung, who 
brought the Red ultimatum from 
Peiping Saturday, flew to Canton 
to inform party leaders of devel- 
opments.

City appropriations for the cur- 
rent fiscal year should be kept 
within anticipated revenue and, if 
possible, expenses should be re- 
duced in order to cut the muni- 


cipal deficit, Comptroller Milton 
Carpenter said today. 

The new Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment met today to dis- 
cuss the budget for the current 
year but took no action, other 
than adding three new items to 
the tentative budget. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst, at his| 


first press conference yesterday, 


announced a survey of city jobs 
would be made to determine 
whether economies could be ef- 
fected by abolishing unnecessary 
positions. 

Requests Trimmed. 

Comptroller Carpenter recalled 
today that in planning the budget 
for the current year, city depart- 
ment heads at first asked for more 
than $44,000,000 to operate their 
divisions. This figure was cut 
to $39,000,000 by Budget Director 
E. G. Schubkegel. In a conference 
yesterday with Carpenter, the 
budget director estimated the city’s 
total revenue for the year at about 
$38,000,000. 

Carpenter said he was not cer- 
tain whether appropriations could 
be cut to $38,000,000. However, he 
Said, unexpended appropriations 
may reduce the city’s expenses to 
that figure. 

The new comptroller said he 
“understood” the city assessor had 
increased valuation of property 
here by about $20,000,000, which 
would produce about $550,000 addi- 
tional revenue. Carpenter was not 
certain whether the _ increased 
valuation was on real estate or 
personal property. 

$33,000,000 City Income. 


With estimated revenue of 
$7,500,000 from the city earnings 
tax, Carpenter explained, the city’s 
total income would be about $38,- 
000,000. He suggested a general 
study of assessments might be in 
order. 

Mayor Darst said that an at- 
tempt by former Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann to effect economies by 
abolishing jobs 18 months ago was 
thwarted by a court decision which 
held that jobs could not be 
abolished once an appropriation 
had been made for them.

The new items 
were: $22,505 for a _ psychiatric 
child guidance clinic, $4540 for 
additional attorneys for the city 
counselor’s office and an indefi- 
nite sum for an audit of the 
Comptroller’s office. 

Comptroller Carpenter asked the 
board for authority to have an 
audit made of the comptroller’s 
records. “This, is no reflection on 
anyone—it’s just good business,” 
Carpenter said. He explained he 
would seek bids for the job from 
auditing firms and the cost would 
be included in his budget. Au- 
thority for the audit was granted. 
Carpenter succeeded Louis Nolte, 
who was comptroller 32 years. 

The proposed city budget, before 
the addition of the new items to- 
day, was $39,566,184, Budget Direc- 
tor Schubkegel said. The accumu- 
lated city deficit as of April 11, 
he reported, was $3,678,636. Of 
that sum, $2,208,476 was accumu- 
lated in the last fiscal year. 

Schubkegel estimated the city’s 
receipts in the current year at $37,- 
500,000. Appropriations in the 
tentative budget exceed that figure 
by $2,066,184. 

Last year, Schubkegel said, un- 
expended appropriations were $1,- 
943,819 and it is expected that a

of the Children’s Protective As- 
‘sociation, a group of parent and 
school patron organizations

It provides when any person 
commits an act indicating he is a 
“criminal sexual psychopath,” 
charges may be brought by the 
prosecuting attorney or circuit at- 
_torney. The court would then 
order an examination of the de- 
fendant by two physicians or two 
staff members of any state mental 
hospital. 

Their finding would be submit- 
ted as evidence at a hearing, eith- 
er conducted by the court or be- 
fore a jury.

Acheson Will Give Esti- 
mate to Senate Group 
at a Closed Conference 
Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, April 20— The 
first official statement of the Ad- 
ministration’s estimate of costs for 
rearming western Europe under 
the proposed military aid bill will 
be given tomorrow morning by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 

Acheson will present it at a 
closed session of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

The estimate, Acheson disclosed 
today at his press conference, will 
be made public shortly, under the 
usual agreement between the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches 
of the Government. 

Estimates of the cost of making 
western European nations de- 
fensively strong have ranged up 
to $1,200,000,000. That is in addi- 
tion to $600,000,000 already au- 
thorized bu the budget for military 
aid to countries which are not 
members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty, including Greece, Turkey, 
Korea and Iran. 

Views on Korea. 

With regard to Korea, Acheson 
gaid withdrawal of American oc- 
cupation troops, as directed by 
the United Nations, will necessi- 
tate establishment of a _ native 
constabulary and entail delivery 
of a certain quantity of arms. 

In regard to -.China, Acheson 
said of the two billion dollars aid 
extended by the United States to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
almost exactly half was military 
assistance, not including trans- 
fers of surplus stocks. 

Acheson defended his opposition 
to a proposal by Senator McCar- 
ran (Dem.), Nevada, for $1,500,- 
000,000 of new American aid to 
the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment. 

War Department estimates are 
that the United States has sup- 
plied the Nationalist Government 
with airplanes, naval craft and 
equipment for 2,000,000 soldiers. 
It is declared that 97 per cent of 
these weapons and munitions have 
fallen into Communist hands 
through wholesale surrender of 
Nationalist armies. 

Greek Situation. 

The secretary revealed that 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin, during his recent trip to 
Washington, submitted a mem- 
orandum suggesting a small over- 
all increase of Allied troops in 
Greece. This document, Acheson 
explained, was a report prepared 
by the British War Office which

WITNESS ASSERTS 
REDS ORDERED HIN 
TO MAP FACTORY 


Textile Worker Tells of 
Action After He Joined 
Party to Bolster Posi- 
tion in Union.

NEW YORK, April 26—Another* 
surprise witness for the Govern- 
ment at the trial of 11 Commu- 
nist party executives here testi- 


fied yesterday that he and other 
members of the party had been 
instructed to draw maps of the 
textile plant where they were em- 
ployed and turn them over to a 
Red organizer. 

Charles W. Nicodemus told 
United States District Judge Har- 
old R. Medina and the jury that 
he received the orders in 1940, 
shortly after the Communist party 
“went underground.” He is a 
textile worker at the Celanese 
Corp. of America factory at Cum- 
berland, Md. 

The witness said he joined the 
party in 1936 to strengthen his po- 
sition as a local union leader in 
the CIO-Textile Workers’ Union of 
America. He hal helped found the 
local unit and was an officer. The 
Communist party organizer for the 
district, Sam Dean, issued the or- 
ders to map the plant, Nicodemus 
said. 

“The party unit of 30 or 35 
members had been cut down to 
groups of five,” the witness re- 
lated, “That was for security rea- 
sons. "ach group had a captain. 
I was the captain of one group. 

“Sam Dean told each person to 
draw a map showing all the en- 
trances, doors and windows of the 
place in the plant at which he 
worked, They were to be turned 
over to Dean. I dont know what 
he was going to do with them.” 

The witness, a bulky, round- 
faced man wearing horn-rimmed 
spectacles, appeared to be in his 
middie thirties. He said he be- 
came a party member in 1937, 
shortly after the local union had 
been organized. He attended his 
last meeting in January 1946, he 
testified. 

Describing his admission to Red 
ranks, Nicodemus related that a 
member of the Communist party 
he met at a union meeting asked 
him if he would like to join an 
organization that would “strength- 
en him” and teach him to handle 
labor problems without consulting 
others. He replied that he would. 

Nicodemus said the invitation 
was extended by Arthur Schuster- 
man. Later, a visitor he named as 
Lance Clark same to his home. To 
him, Nicodemus gave 50 cents for 
his initiation tee and first month’s 
dues to the Communist party. 

The chapter with which he was 
affiliated, known as the Textile 
Branch of the Allegheny organiza- 
tion, included textile workers, lum- 
ber and timber workers, a few 
other industrial classifications, 
and “housewives were represented 
too,” Nicodemus said.

Yet offi- 
cials here clearly admit the dis- 
tinct possibility that by means of 
a fake “Azerbaijanian liberation 
army,” or some similar device, the 
Russians will later attempt to in- 
stall their own puppet government 
in northern Iran. 

Meanwhile, a war of nerves 
which includes attempted assassi- 
nation of a chief of state is not to 
be laughed off. 

All this must be contrasted, of 
course, with the possibility that 
the Russians may lift the Berlin 
blockade, long ago reported in 
this space.

“Tf there is serious danger,’ he 


wrote in the Saturday Evening 
upon us in a few years, then the

In the face of such a prospect, 
the financier and adviser to presi- 
dents warned, something like the 
War Production Board should al- 
ready be functioning at home, cur- 
tailing the use of essential materi- 
als in short supply. 

“On the other hand,” he con- 
tinued, “the longer the cold war 
seems likely to endure, the more 
mindful we must be not to wreck 
ourselves by overspending. Too 
many commitments abroad tend 


to weaken us.... 

“All our commitments should 
now be re-examined to determine 
where a decision in the peacemak- 
ing can be reached, and at what 
cost. If a greater outlay of re- 
sources will break the stalemate 
on any front, let us ‘pour it on,’ 
instead of merely perpetuating the 
deadlock through ineffectual drib- 
bles of aid. 

“If, however, no decision is pos- 
sible, let us cut expenditures and 
insist that these nations do more 
for themselves. Such a policy May 
provide rude awakenings for gov- 
ernments now content to coast on 
American aid, but this country is 
not strong enough to hold up the 
rest of the world indefinitely.” 


Speaking of the Atlantic pact, 
Baruch said “no mere gesture of 
signing a treaty will avert a test 
of America’s determination-to re- 
sist aggression. The trial may 
come through flagrant invasion or 
in the form of civil war—with 
Germany the likely arena. 

“Whatever its form, whenever it 
comes, this trial of our ability to 
mobilize in advance of war will be 
the great testing of our civiliza- 
tion.

Bureaucrats and Medicine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Socialized medicine is supposed to give 
the people good health service for little 
or nothing. But they pay plegty for it 
—in money, and in the important coin 
of a decline in the standards of medical 
care. That is the gist of a report on 
socialized medicine in New Zealand, made 
by a practicing dentist of that country. 

The cost is tremendous, he said—be- 
cause so much of the money goes for 
administration. Armies of civil servants 
are on the payroll. Little is spent on 
research, :nd overworked physicians 
“have little or no time for reading and 
investigation and little incentive to study 
abroad.” He said further that physi- 
cians are called upon for so many con- 
sultations that “it is impossible for them 
to devote the necessary time to each 
patient, evaluate their symptoms and 
give a careful and considered diagnosis.” 

All of this has a familiar ring. Ex- 
actly the same thing has happened in 
every country which has adopted social- 
ized medicine or, which is almost equal- 
ly bad, has gone in for one kind or an- 
other of compulsory health insurance 
schemes that give the Government the 
whip hand over medical practice and 
make the doctor dependent on the state 
for his living. The cost of care goes 
up even as the standard of care goes 
down. And progress and research take 
a back seat. 

The best argument against compulsory 
sickness insurance for this country is 
the experience of other nations. The 
plain, unvarnished facts are eloquent 


enough.

Not Another Scottsboro 


The Civil Rights Congress, denounced as a 
Communist front by Attorney General Clark, is 
trying to stir up a nation-wide commotion over 
the conviction of six Negroes in Trenton, N. J., 
on a charge of murder. 

There are enough questionable points in the 
record fully to justify the appeal to the New 
Jersey Supreme Court before which the case is 
now pendifig. But there is nothing to show that 
the verdict was the result of racial persecution. 

Yet that is the chief note in the Civil Rights 
Congress complaint. This organization calls the 
case “a ‘legal’ lynching,” “another violent éut- 
burst of America’s shameful disease—Jim Crow- 
ism,” and it declares that “Trenton, N. J., is an- 
other Scottsboro—another blot of shame on the 
map of the United States.’ : 

Since there is every indication that the case 
will be carried to the United States Supreme 
Court, if necessary, and that the accused will be 
afforded all the protections of the law, this 
clamor might be ignored. But, unfortunately, it 
has made an impression on the European press. 
This could hurt America’s reputation abroad if 
the facts are not set straight. Here then are a 
few fundamentals: 

New Jersey is not a “white supremacy” state. 
It has a fair employment law, and can in other 
ways be regarded as one Of the more progres- 
sive, rather than one of the backward states in 
the field of race relations. 

Although the Civil Rights Congress screams 
that the six Negroes were convicted by an all- 
white jury, there were 15 Negroes on the panel 
from which this jury was selected. They all ex- 
cused themselves, mostly on the ground that 
they did not believe in capital punishment. 

Among the four reputable lawyers appointed 
to defend the accused, one was a Negro—Robert 
Queen, chairman of the legal redress committee 
of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. Clifford Moore, another 
member of this committee, said: “I will not say 
they had a fair trial, but they had a legal trial 
with all the safeguards of the law” 

Both the NAACP and the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union investigated the case. Both have 
joined in the appeal. But the latter organization 
in particular made it clear that it had found no 
ground to support a charge of racial discrimina- 
tion. ; | 
What is really in question is the validity of 
the confessions in which the accused admitted 
the murder of William Horner, a second-hand 
dealer. These confessions were repudiated in 
court. It was contended that they were forced 
out of the men by brutal police methods. Some 
of the rulings of the trial judge on defense mo- 
tions also are being questioned. These things, 
if true, are bad enough, but there is no indica- 
tion that they sprang from racial hatred. 

With six human lives at stake, these charges 
should be thoroughly sifted. There is every in- 
dication that this will be accomplished through 
the process of appeal. And there certainly is no 
justification for poisoning the atmosphere in the 


meantime with wild charges of “Klan justice” 


and cries about a new Scottsboro case.

In Tennessee, which repealed poll taxes in 
1943 only to have the repealer ruled unconstitu- 
tional by the state supreme court, repeal is pro- 
vided for again in the proposed new state consti- 
tution. In Arkansas Gov. Laney is urging poll 
tax repeal. A strong repeal movement is under 
way in Virginia. The South Carolina Legislature 
has agreed to a referendum which it is generally 
accepted will write off the poll tax. 

- This leaves only Alabama, Georgia and Mis- 
sissippi as poll tax states in which this curb on 


the free ballot is still secure. Isn't that fact 
good evidence that the people of the poll tax 
states themselves recognize a barrier to the bal- 
lot is a bad thing—and are resolved to do away 
with it? 
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A Scandalous Case in Jllinois 

Although the people of Illinois wisely threw 
out the Green-Barrett Administration last No- 
vember, they have not heard the last of the po- 
litical deals cooked up by that repudiated 
regime. A particularly shocking instance is that 
just brought to light by the new Attorney Gen- 
eral, Ivan A. Elliott. 

In the interval between his defeat and de- 
parture from office, George F. Barr@tt, Attorney 
General Elliott’s predecessor, ordered the refund 


of $331,792 in state sales taxes to a group of 30° 


Chicago night clubs. The night clubs contended 
that food and drink sales in the night clubs were 
not subject to the tax. Barrett accepted a ruling 
to that effect without appealing it to the State 
Supreme Court and directed Richard Yates 
Rowe, then State Treasurer, to issue the checks. 

Not only was the state’s interest in this third 
of a million dollars of revenue casually over- 
looked. Apparently there was a deliberate ef- 
fort to make it difficult for the successor At- 
torney General to get on the trail. When Ivan 
Elliott took office, the files of this important 
case could not be found. Before any work could 
be done to revive the case, an assistant had to 
prepare a complete new file from court records. 

Now that he has taken steps in the Supreme 
Court to cause the night clubs to return the 
money, the new Attorney General declares his 
policy in all such matters as follows: “to appeal 
any ruling involving rebate of a substantial sum 
of money.” This is as it should be. The duty of 
the Attorney General is to look out for the fair 
and sound application of all state laws, revenue 
and every other kind. 

As for the distinction between a tax on night 
club food and on the same food in restaurants 
and hotels. it is simply nonsense. Indeed, most 
citizens would say that if one were to be taxed 
ahead of the other it should be the night club 
food. The argument of the night clubs that 
their food and drink is incidental to entertain- 
ment is demolished by the sum involved in this 
suit for recovery. When a 2 per cent sales tax 
amounts to $331,792 on servings in only 30 
clubs, the charge for food and drink runs into 
big money. 

Illinois taxpayers may applaud Mr. Elliott. He 
is on their side in this case. That is more than 
could be said for the Attorney General they 
kicked out. 
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Tallulah vs. Tallulah 


A nifty example of the legal mind at work has 
come out of Tallulah Bankhead’s million-dollar 


suit against Procter & Gamble. Miss Bankhead 


complains that the company has cheapened her 
uncommon first name by using it in a radio 
jingle to sell a shampoo that comes in a tube. 
Now the company lawyers have cracked right 
back that Miss Bankhead’s lawsuit and angry 
statements to the press prove that, on the con- 
trary, she has “sought to identify herself in the 
public's mind with Tallulah the tube. If Tallulah 
the tube is identified with the plaintiff, such 
identification has resulted from plaintiff's own 
conduct.” 

Never, in other words, would it have occurred 
spontaneously to radio listeners that there is any 
Tallulah but’ the one that sells shampoo. Well, 
then, to push the line of reasoning one step fur- 
ther, maybe next thing they’ll be counter-suing 
the obscure Miss Bankhead for wrongly appro- 
priating P & G’s famous brain-child to enhance 
her reputation. Such are the hazards of being 
beautiful, fiery, famous and litigious. 
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Mayor Darst Looks Ahead 


Mayor Darst’s inaugural address was brief and 
promising#in the best sense of the latter word. 

In speaking of the need for better regional 
co-operation, for more housing, and/ for modern 
traffic arteries, he showed an overall grasp of 
the chief problems of the community. His plans 
to press for the organization of a bi-state au- 
thority and for consultation with the officials of 
neighboring communities should help toward the 
common elimination of common difficulties. 

The new Mayor’s allusion to a record deficit 
and his admission that he wa# not carrying all 
the answers in his pocket betokened a suitable 
modesty. Yet he said he was confident that. 
with a measure of aid from Jefferson City and 
Washington, progress would be made. Such aid, 
he emphasized, would not be sought in a beg- 
ging mcod, but as a matter of right. 

And, as befits the chief magistrate of a proud 
and prosperous city, Mr. Darst’s hopes were not 
all confined to the immediately essential and the 
strictly functional. He said, too, that he would 
work for the completion of the riverfront me- 
morial as a suitable embellishment of this gate- 
way of the West. 

The glow and the broad views of inauguration 
day are going to be dimmed many times by the 
pressures that come with the administration of 
a complicated municipal government. There are 
going to be plenty of worries, official and po- 
litical. The barriers and the difficulties will 
loom larger as the Mayor gets closer to some of 
them. As always, actions will prove more diffi- 
cult than words. But if Mayor Darst rereads his 
own inaugural address now and then, he ought 
to complete his term with an earned reputation 
as a good mayor. 
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The Urges of Spring 

According to the experts, this is by no means 
the best season for seeding a lawn. But it cer- 
tainly is the season in which most householders 
give attention to their grass plots. It may be 
better to sprinkle seed—and a touch of fertilizer 
—jin the late fall or the last-snow of winter. 

But who can recognize this snow as it falls? 
Besides, then the days are dark and short and 
cold. They invite only to a hot toddy before a 
warm fire. But April’s days are the ones which 
carry the strongest urge to a lick of work in the 
open air. 

So the seed stores and the nurseries are doing 
a rushing business just now. And all over town 
—and especially in the suburbs—men are 
scratching at the bare spots, setting out a shrub 
or two, working with rake, spade and roller to 
take off a little of that “middle age spread.” It 
is all very thrilling while the forsythia blooms 
give way to the pear blossoms, and the pear to 
the cherry. Planting is not very arduous work, 
and so enthusiasm banishes thoughts of the 
weeds and the bugs to come, and the killing sun. 

Indeed, spring gardening might turn into an 
orgy but for one of Nature’s wise arrangements. 
The urge to dig and plant comes hand in hand 
with the urge to loaf. And in the end, the day 
is saved by spring fever. 
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A Plea for Alaska Statehood —

WASHINGTON. 

This is a busy world capital but that js 
hardly an excuse for America letting peo- 
ple down. Certainly, whether Congress ac- 
cepts or rejects the statehood pleas of 
Alaska and Hawaii, it owes them both an 
open, adequate hearing, on their claims to 
full citizenship in this era when citizen- 
ship is priceless. 


Delegate Bob Bartlett is fighting a four- 
front battle down here for his constituents. 
Armed only with a warm and persevering 
personality, no vote in Congress but lots of 
admirers, he has to wade into lawmakers, 
committees and delegations that make the 
most-highly trained lobbyist quake. 


New obstacles always are arising. The 
Rules Committee at the moment won't 
grant the House Public Lands Committee 
a rule to get the Alaskan statehood bill 
out for debate and a vote. 


Another worrier has arisen on the hori- 
zon. It is the proposal of Congressman 
Coudert of New York, a Republican, to de- 
ny Senate seats to new states and let them 
have only seats in the House. This would 
give Alaska no improvement in its present 
status except a vote iw the House. It 
would give Hawaii two seats. Naturally the 
two delegates are against it. 


A Stall for Time 


It is unconstitutional, so its sponsor pro- 
poses to put off statehood for these two 
eager territories until such a constitutional 
amendment can be ratified by the states. 
We don’t think they’d even ratify it, be- 
cause the balance of power is held by small 
states that got two Senate seats themselves 
when their population was not great. 

Many of these states are in the Western 
bloc, which presumably wants to add the 
new states’ representatives to their own 
number. But it is a good play to stall for 
time, and naturally the first conclusion is 
that enemies of Alaskan statehood thought 
it up for a reason. 


The important thing to remember is that 
size has little to do with ability to support 
or deserve statehood any more than it has 
with independence or sovereignty for na- 
tions. Little Switzerland or smaller Ice- 
land need not bow to either big America 
or noisy Russia when the success of de- 
mocracy is being argued.

We don't doubt that the Communists 
would like to destroy organized baseball, 
simply because it’s an American institu- 
tion and as such, by their definition, needs 
overthrowing, along with the Government. 
But we are pretty sure that Communists 
have nothing to do with Danny Gardella’s 
suit against the New York Giants. 

Danny Gardella claims the Giants are 
guilty of holding him in “peonage” by the 
operation of the baseball reserve clause, 
and he asks $300,000 damages in a suit now 
in the federal courts. 

This is a technical matter, having to do 
with the practice of baseball clubs retain- 
ing their hold on a ball player beyond the 
period of his contract. The Giants, Danny 
claims, have not only secured his ban from 
organized baseball for five years but have 
even “hounded” him down into the semi- 
pro circuits and deprived him of his live- 
lihood, all in restraint of trade under the 
anti-trust acts. 


The case is quite important legally, quite 
important to the pocketbooks of big-league 
club owners. We have no opinion on the 
merits, but we think Branch Rickey, pres- 
ident of the Brooklyn Dodgers, makes him- 
self, and baseball, very foolish when he 
alleges that the reserve clause is opposed 
by persons of “avowed Communist tenden- 
cies.” One of the sorriest trends we see is 
this growing American pastime of calling 
anybody and anything you don’t like a 
Communist. 


Anyone with Rickey’s demonstrated tal- 
ent for finding colorful words to express 
his opinion of second-rate outfielders should 
be able to come up with something more 
scintillating than this lame exhibition of 
name-calling. It’s about on a par with 
what the Russian papers said about our 
1948 Olympic champion athletes being the 
hirelings and slaves of American imperial-

Between Book Ends 


A Text for Puzzled Liberals 


TARGET: YOU, by Leland Stowe. (Alfred A. Knopf., 

288 pgs., $3.00.) 

One dark day in the. political jungle a 
Commentator called together all the Amer- 
ican. middle-ciass animals (he called them 
“John Betweens and Jane Betweens”) 
making over $2000 a year (69 per cent of 
the population) to teach them how to steer 
a course between the peculiar Scylla and 
Charybdis of inflation and depression and 
how to protect themselves from attack by 
the totalitarian Right and Left. But, fable 
makers like ail other geniuses being often 
without much honor in their own time, lit- 
tle attention was paid to him. Besides, this 
was 1949, the year when all wise animals 
knew that the best method to keep from 
being a target was to find some foreign 
target at which to shoot. 

Living at some future troubled time, look- 
ing back with nostalgia at the relative 
peace of today, it might be easier to appre- 
ciate and understand the objectivity and 
correctness of Leland Stowe’s lessons. He 
begins by describing and contrasting the

poverty. Taking Eu- 
rope as an example 
he shows the process 
of demoralization be-

ropean John  Be- 
tweens without illusions, capital and jobs, 
ripe for super-nationalism and the hate 
ideologies of Fascism. And, as a torch to 
set him aflame, there is the phobic fear of 
Communism. 


Then World War II, the defeat of Fas- 
cism but a continuation of the conditions 
in which it grew. The only inhibiting fac- 
tors are continued prosperity in the United 
States and extension of democratic social- 
ism in England and the Scandinavian 
countries. Elsewhere a new totalitarianism 
(Communism) is sprouting out of the ashes 
of the old (Fascism). Dispossessing large 
industrialists and landowners it has put in 
their place despotic state control. It has 
not extended political democracy for the in- 
dividual nor improved his economic democ- 
racy through an improved standard of 
living. 

It has not won popular support in the 
countries it controls, but its appeal has 
eddied outward to the most backward coun- 
tries where the United States and Britain 
have failed to apply the principles of de- 
mocracy. Greece, China, Indonesia are all 
victims of our policy of supporting a re- 
actionary Right to ward off the danger of 
a totalitarian Left. This technique, accord- 
ing to Stowe, is expensive, and, more im- 
portant, it won’t work. 

So how do we avoid becoming the tar- 
get? According to Stowe we should nei- 
ther stand stark still nor rush into a fren- 
zied militarism. Instead we should set our 
own house in order, make it-a model to 
attract the John Betweens of the world. 
We should reorganize our economy to 
avoid’ boom and bust; reject super-na- 
tionalism, isolationism and the theory that 
our sole hope lies in war with Russia. We 
should stop our legislatures from passing 
laws nutlifying the Bill of Rights. We 
should “keep conservatism free from 
disguised Fascists ... and liberalism from 
Communists.”

Losses of Planes. 


On the practical side, the Air 
Force has had more than enough 
of what has long since become 
a burdensome routine assignment. 
They have proved everything they 
set out to prove, including the 
demonstration the other day when 
12,940 tons were carried in 24 
hours, that more could be trans- 
ported by air than was ever moved 
by rail before the blockade. 

In spite of the remarkable safe- 
ty record set by the air lift, there 
have been losses, These losses 
loom particularly large in view 
of the weakness of this country 
in transport planes. The latter 
have been seriously neglected on 
both the commercial and the mil- 
itary side. 


Wear Out Fast. 


Most of the Air Force’s trans- 
port planes are in the Berlin air- 
lift. Not long ago the Air Force 
allocated $39,422,000 for 23 Boeing 
Strato-freighters to replace some 
of the worn-out C-54s that have 
made a total of 116,277 flights 
since last June 26, hauling 1,057,- 
725 tons. 


Under intensive maintenance, the 
C-54s have a useful life for the 
airlift of 8400 hours, Maintenance 
is costly in an increasing ratio 
as the lift goes on. 


In hauling coal, for example, 
dust sifts into the fabric of the 
plane and abrasion becomes a 
problem. The cost is no small item. 
The total to March 25 was $137,- 
904,200. But as the budgeteers fig- 
ure it, considerably more than half

Testament Leaves None of 


$500,000 Estate to Boy Al- 
leged to Be Son.

He named his nephew, Noah Beery 
Jr. and his business representa- 
tive, actor’s agent, Phil Berg, as 
executors. . 

Attorneys estimated the estate 
was “in excess of $500,000,” but 
doubted whether it would be 
much mor ethan that. Newspaper 
estimates had ranged as high as 
$2,000,000. 

Beery’s adopted daughter, Carol 
Ann, 19, his nephew, Noah, and a 
brother, William C, Beery, were 
to be given equal shares of the 
estate after special bequests. 

Divorced Wife’s Settlement. 

Matt Gilman, brother of his di- 
vorced wife, Mary Areta Foyt, was 
given $10,000. The will said that 
his divorced wife had been pro- 
vided for in a previous settlement. 

Noah and William Beery were to 
receive their shares in cash, but 
Carol Ann’s was to be placed in 
trust to be administered by the 
executors.

Nearly 300 new fires were re- 
ported by aerial observers before 
darkness closed over the smoke- 
obscured area late yesterday. 

Despite the seriousness of the 
situation, district rangers direct- 
ing the fight are optimistic, Henry 
reported. 

He said the men in charge in 
the most harassed area, the Salem- 
Hardy section of Fulton and 
Sharp counties, had expressed con- 
fidence that with “any reasonable 
luck,” they would be able to con- 
trol the fires. 

In the eastern Missouri Ozarks, 
hundreds of forest fire fighters 
rested Jast night for the first time 
in nearly a week after al] major 
blazes had been extinguished and 
weather conditions improved. 

Cloudy skies brought promise of 
at least some showers in the 
Ozarks today. Paul Kihlmire, 
forest ranger at Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
said the clouds materially reduced 
the fire hazard. 

“We are happy to say all major 
fires in this area have been 
stopped,” said Kihlmire, who re- 
ported a survey of the fire dam- 
age is now under way. 

Thousands of acres have been 
burned over in the two states. 
No estimate has been made of 
the damage, which, except for a 
Missouri sawmill, apparently has 
been confined to wooded areas.

He said there were three circles 
of co-operating nations—the Brit- 
ish Empire, the English-speaking 
world and western Europe. 

“All of these form a common 


front and bulwark against -totali-’ 


tarian tyranny and aggression in 
any form,” Churchill said. 

“If we remain true and united : 
in that inspiration, none can over- 
come us. Linked together in faith- 
ful comradeship, we can certainly 
defend ourselves against all ene- 
mies and we may, if we persevere, 
rebuild a shattered and bewildered 
world in all its majesty of ancient 
nations and in all the happiness of 
hundreds of millions of humble 
homes.”

Garver! Grins 
Manager Taylor

All of the hoopla of opening day 
is over and Manager Zack Tay- 
lor and his Browns got under 
way in the American League pen- 
nant race with considerable hope 
born of the fine first day’s per- 
formance of a young and hustling 
team.

Meager details about Dimitrov’s 
health and his own past insistence 
‘that he felt fine have contributed 
.to the confusion about the actual 


reason for his withdrawal into the 
Soviet Union. Anti- Communist 
observers west of the iron curtain 
have been quick—too quick—to 
assodlate Dimitrov’s- retirement 
with the political downfall of 
Traicho Kostov, first deputy pre- 
mier, and the widespread arrests 
by the political police. Some 
guessers have even gone so far 
as to associate Dimitrov with Tito 
in dissent against Stalin. 

Aetually, Dimitrov, now 66 years 
old, has been genuinely ill for 
several years with what is vari- 
ously reported as tuberculosis and 
angina pectoris. To conceal his 
ailment from the Bulgarian people 
as well as afford him the safest 
medical: treatment, Dimitrov was 
always treated in Russia. 

Long Feud With Tito. 

Dimitrov’s under-cover feud 
with Tito has been of such long 
standing that it is deemed most 
improbable that the Bulgarian has 
followed the Yugoslav into the 
anti-Stalinist heresy. Dimitrov 
outranked Tito by about four 
grades in the hierarchy of Com- 
intern leaders, and it is extremely 
unlikely, with Bulgaria more sub- 
ject to Russia than any other 
satellite except Romania, that 
Dimitrov would risk a split today. 

Dimitrov is still closer to the 
now acting Premier Vassil Kola- 
rov, who like himself returned to 
Bulgaria with the help of Rus- 
sian bayonets than to the deposed 
Traicho Kostov who like Tito 
fought his revolution in the moun- 


ient to Moscow. 

Dimitrov’s only sign of inde- 
pendence of Moscow occrred two 
years ago when he boarded a 
train in Sofia for Belgrade to 
form a Balkan federation of -his 
own design. Moscow sent orders 
that the train must not leave and 
the plan must be abandoned. The 
well-disciplined Dimitrov obeyed. 

Dimitrov’s withdrawal simply 
renders formal and open his past 
clandestine treatments for health. 
It is politically significant in two 
ways: 

First, the Communist party in 
Bulgaria is gently putting him 
aside as no longer fit physically 
for today’s struggle against Tito 
and Greece. 

Secondly, for discipline with- 
in the party during the stabili- 
zation of younger leadership, it 
is better for Dimitrov to stay 
outside Bulgaria in order to 
avoid any anti-Stalinists trying 
to save themselves by getting 
behind the grand old man of 
Balkan Communism. 

Now Officially Til. 

On his recent public appear- 
ances, Dimitrov’s shrunken cheeks 
have worn an addly bright rosy 
color which some foreigners have 
called tubercular. 

Discussing Dimitrov’s state of 
health was once next door to sab- 
otage in Bulgaria. At last he is 
officially ill, though not ill enough 
for particulars to be disclosed. 

The reason for concealing par- 
ticulars is that if a shakeup and 
promotion of younger Communists 


like Minister of the Interior Anton 


Yugov to higher posts fails to 
produce the anti-Tito results the 
Kremlin wants, old warhorse Di- 
mitrov may have to be sent back 
into the fray again by Stalin to 
match his cunning against Tito’s 
youth, vigor and infantry divi- 
sions. 

Whatever remains of Dimitrov’s 
waning health belongs to Stalin- 
ist Communism to use as a 
weapon in the cold war.

Who killed the chief that had sought earlier 
to save the heart of America from the white 
man?

Not Easy Job, 
By David T. Marke 


EING a good parent is no 

harder than being a bad par- 

ent. It doesn’t require a 
magic formula. It doesn’t mean 
that one must never make mis- 
takes or must follow specific sit- 
uations according to the book. 


True, being a good parent is not 
an easy job. It is time-consuming, 
and it tries one’s patience, 
one down and makes extraordi- 
nary demands on a sense of 
humor. But all one has to remem- 
ber is that parents are people 
living with children, says Prof. 
James L. Hymes Jr., in “Being a 
Good Parent” (Bureau of Publica- 
tions, Teachers College, Columbia 
University). 

One feeling which all good par- 
ents have in common is a desire 
for children, says Prof. Hymes. 
This doesn’t sound startling, yet 
from the baby’s point of view this 
very normal, common place atti- 
tude has deep significance. 

The wanted child’s arrival is 
welcome. The things which he 
does are newsworthy. He is loved 
and appreciated, exclaimed over 
and enjoyed. He is held and talked 
to. He is laughed at and with a 
whole -underéurrent of pleasant 
excitement attends every event 
from his first bath to his first 
gurgling, to the first amazing mo- 
ment that he seems to focus his 
eyes on mother and daddy. 


The wanted child is a loved 
child. He senses that this is so 
—not from the words his parents 
use, but from a tone and quality 
in their voices which convey 
their real feelings. He senses that 
this is so from the way he is 
touched and handled. In giving 
him love, his parents start him in 
life with the one greatest gift 
they have to offer. 

How these parents show the 
love they feel varies, says Dr. 
Hymes. From the infant’s stand- 
point, few activities convey love 
and being wanted as fully as do 
the physical contact and the cud- 
dling that inevitably come with 
breast feeding. For a variety of 
reasons, some mothers who truly 
want their children  bottle-feed 
them. They make up to the child, 
and to themselves, by holding him

This is one of the first expressions 
of another attftude of the good 
parent: that raising junior means 
teamwork. It gives Mother some 
rest, but most of all, it gives Fa- 
ther the glad feeling that comes 
with holding his child. And from 
his inevitably different way of 
holding, his bigger hands and long- 
er arms and different clasp, the 
baby learns again and in a new 
way that he is a welcome arrival 
in the household. 

Some parents try to express love 
by giving things—elaborate elec- 
tric trains, huge and fancy doll- 
houses, cowboy suits, and expen- 
sive costumes. But no matter what 
the specific action may be, the 
child will sense the underlying 
feeling. That is what counts. 
Where this feeling of wanting a 
child is deepest, however, the 
parent usually knows that his 
greatest gift is not a thing, but 
himself: enough time alone with 
the child, a trip only for the 
two of tiem, or a place and time 
to build and make things together. 
Going for a walk around the block 
or to the store with his parent is 
a much more satisfying experience 
for the young child than even the 
longest and most diverting trip 
made. 

All parents, and new parents 
especially, concludes Dr. Hymes, 
must remember that parenthood 
should be an adventure in happy 
living together. In working out 
the good things to do for their 
children, they must remember that 
the basic thing is to love them 
and to show them they are wanted, 
This is not a technique, bitt a 
feeling—and appropriate actions 
in many situations will flow 
easily from it.

Fix It Yourself

PORCH FLOORS. 


T’S almost time to bring the 
| rocking chair out on the front 

porch and spend an evening or 
so a week just sitting and watch- 
ing the comings and goings of 
your neighbors. And this means 
it’s high time for us to give a 
few pointers on the care of out- 
side floors. 

In the first place a porch floor 
should be kept well painted and 
you'll want a paint for this job that 
combines the elasticity and Wwear- 
ing qualities of a floor paint with 
the resistance to moisture found 
in exterior paints. 

There are such paints and you 
can get them at paint and better 
hardware stores. The floor should 
not be painted unless you are sure 
that it is bone dry. Fill in any 
cracks before painting with a 
commMercial wood filler or white 
lead paste. Small cracks can be 
filled with linsced oil. 


A porch floor should have. 
enough pitch to it so that any 
water that gets on will drain’ off. 


If the floor has sagged, try to jack 
it back up. If this can’t be done, 
then drill some holes at the low 
point and the water can flow out 
of these. The sides of the holes 


should be painted so that the 
wood won't absorb moisture. 
Don't enclese the area under an 
outside porch floor because this 
will allow dry rot to get started, 
Keep the area well ventilated, 


Glazed Peaches 


These taste especially good with 
meat loaf, and also make your 
platter look very pretty. 

To prepare: Put four table- 
spoons butter or margarine and 
four tablespoons of brown sugar 
in a skillet over low heat and stir 
until sirupy. Pour over the 
peaches and place under broiler, 
about two inches from unit or tip 
of flame, and broil until they turn 
a golden brown.

New York Woman, Head of Foster 

Parents’ Organization, Tells How 

She Became Interested in Helping . 
- Others—Hated Being a Suburbanite

North thought a long time 
about going to six hearts, but fi- 
nally decided to “play safe.” It 
was too bad that his conservatism 
was so badly rewarded! 

West opened the spade queen, 
declarer promptly played dummy’s 
king, and East ruffed. Declarer 
won the diamond return, but he 
was facing certain defeat. There 
Was no place to put the losing 
diamond that was in both hands, 
nor could South dispose of his 
second club. 

In view of the fact that West 
had opened with a pre-emptive 
spade bid, it certainly should not 
have come as a surprise to de- 
clarer that East was void of the 
suit! (Indeed, even when not 
vulnerable, a player usually has 
a better suit than six to the 
Q-J-10 for an opening at* the 
three-level!) It is to be presumed 
that South did not know how to 
overcome the spade distribution 
that was so clearly marked, but 
of course self-protection against 
this distribution was simplicity 
itself! 

Since South, fortunately for 
himself, could afford to concede 
two tricks, he should have cheer- 
fully made West a present of the 
opening lead by ducking in dum- 
my, and should have repeated this 
gift if West continued with the 
spade jack. Now, if West elected 
to lead a third round of the suit, 
dummy would simply duck again 
while South ruffed, and after 
drawing trumps South would find 
it extremely easy to discard one 
diamond and one club on the 
well preserved ace and king of 
spades,

Ecoriomical Menus 


By Meta 


T IS quite a trick to pack more 
| nutritive value into a one-meal 

dish than has been tucked into 
the cheese ring described below. 
This is especially true for min- 
erals, vitamins and protein. This 
recipe describes baking in a ring 
mold to produce a bautiful circle 
in which to hedge in the vege- 
tables. Baking a ring that will 
unmold perfectly is where cooks 
have their trouble. We find the 
surest way is to line the bottom 
of the mold neatly with paper. 

To obtain a paper pattern that 
fits, place the bottom side of the 
ring mold down on heavy waxed 
paper and mark around the out- 
side of the mold and then on the 
inside of thé hole, holding your 
pencil perpendicular to the paper 
while marking. Cut out and snip 
around both the outside and the 
inside edges of the paper ring 
every half-inch and about half an 
inch deep so that the snipped 
paper will slightly overlap to fit 
snugly up against the rounded 
bottom sides. Grease the mold 
first, fit in the paper carefully 
and then grease the paper. When 
the ring is baked and the mold 
is inverted, the mold drops out 
neatly with the paper attached. 
This paper then can be peeled off
